As the 175th anniversary of the 
introduction of adhesive postage stamps 
draws near, it was fitting that the Great 
Britain Philatelic Society (itself 
celebrating its diamond jubilee) should 
set the agenda at Spring Stampex. 

Its members had more than 200 frames on public 
display, and I spent some hours marvelling at both 
the breadth and the depth of the exhibits. 

Everyone’s eye will have been caught by something 
different in a truly eclectic mix. For my own part, I 
was particularly struck by Ray Simpson’s 
comprehensive history of stamp perforation up to 
1880, the impressive 'Bosworth’ collection of first 
day usages starting as early as 1839, Mike Jackson’s 
study of the plates, paper and perforation of the 
often overlooked Downey heads of King George V, 

Ian Harvey’s array of advertisers’ voucher copies of 
early 20th-century booklets, and Lawrence Haber’s 
very thorough examination of the V 2 p Machin as a 
make-up value on modern covers. 

But if there was one display that left me 
gobsmacked it was Chip Gliedman’s. At first sight it 
looked like a traditional exhibit of the imperforate 
line-engraved issues, showing singles, multiples, 
plate numbers, shades, varieties, covers, 
cancellations, you name it. But then it dawned on me 
that every single item included a Penny Black, Penny 
Red or Twopenny Blue with the corner letters CG, 
the collector’s initials.

Early China 
rarities turn 
up in English 
village attic 

A 130-year-oLd stash of the top value from the first stamp issue of 
China could sell for £250,000 in Hong Kong, having been spotted at 
a non-philatelic auction in Gloucestershire in January with a lower 
estimate of just £800. 

British Bespoke Auctions of Winchcombe offered an old wooden 
cigar box containing three blocks of unused stamps, which several 
bidders realised were examples of the 5ca ochre from the 1882 
issue of China’s ‘Large Dragons’, which had wider margins and 
thinner paper than other printings in the same series. 

The blocks of 19, 10 and six were snapped up for £79,000 by British 
dealer Rushstamps, in partnership with US auctioneer Kelleher, 
and are expected to be fiercely fought over by specialist collectors, 
as only three other multiples survive. 

Of these, the unique complete sheet of 25 realised almost 
£375,000 when it was last auctioned, in 1991, and is believed to have 
changed hands by private treaty for around £600,000 in the interim. 
Even the smallest known block, a marginal pair, has been sold in 
the past for more than £50,000. 

The new discoveries, which languished forgotten in an attic in the 
Cotswolds for more than a century, are thought to have been 



purchased by an English missionary in Shanghai at the time of 
issue, originally intended for postal use, with left-over stamps 
brought home by him as souvenirs. 

Expertised and plated by Larry Gibson of Kelleher, the blocks are 
to be auctioned by Kelleher in Hong Kong under the title of the ‘Lady 
Cotswolds Missionary Find’. 


Fabric stamp marks 50 years of Canada’s flag 


Canada has issued its first fabric stamp, to 
celebrate the 50th anniversary of the 
national flag. 

The large-format (100mm x 50mm) 
self-adhesive $5 value, which comes in a 
miniature sheet, is printed in special ink on a 
satin rayon fabric. The sheet is also printed 
on the back, with an image of the flag flying. 

A limited edition of 1,000 uncut press 
sheets are being offered, signed by Joan 
O’Malley, the original seamstress of the 
prototype flag. 

Canada Post is also issuing a Permanent- 
rate stamp showing an undulating flag 
against a blue sky with the numerals ‘50’ in 
the background. 

The maple leaf flag was first flown in 
public on February 15, 1965, at an inaugural 
ceremony in Ottawa. ‘It has become part of 
the fabric of our lives,’ said Deepak Chopra, 
President of Canada Post.

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Australia evokes the 
heyday of clipper ships 

An evocative new issue fronn Australia depicts four classic clipper 
ships of the British Ennpire, based on nnid-19th-century paintings. 

These fast sailing vessels were crucial in the developnnent of the 
Australian colonies, because they were the fastest way to get fronn 
Britain to Australia and back in that period. 

One of the featured ships is Phoenician, built in Aberdeen, 
Scotland, in 1847, which was the first clipper ship to sail to Australia 
in 1849, taking 91 days. 

The other stannps show Frances Henty, built in Aberdeen in 1852; 
Arabian, built in St John, New Brunswick, in 1852; and Monkchester, 
built in North Shields, England, in 1865. 

The clipper route ran fronn west to east, round the Cape of Good 
Hope and then across the Southern Ocean, nnaking use of the 
southern hennisphere’s strong westerly winds known as the Roaring 
Forties. It returned via Cape Horn, thereby connpleting a 
circunnnavigation of the globe. 

The route fell into connnnercial disuse with the introduction of 
steam power, and the construction of the Suez and Panama canals. 
However, it remains the fastest sailing route around the world.

Siegel’s auction offered one of the finest known examples 
of an invert from the United States’ first stamp issue of the 
20th century, celebrating the Pan-American Exposition in 
Buffalo in 1901. 

Only 64 mint singles are recorded of the 2c with its 
vignette of an express train inverted, and most of them are 
badly centred and have minor or major faults. This one has 
no such defects and makes a fine exhibition piece. 

Bicoloured printing meant that this commemorative 
issue yielded three famous inverts, on the 1c, 2c and 4c 
values. It has since been established that the 4c was 
created on purpose, but the 1c and 2c were genuine errors.

GERMAN POST OFFICES IN TURKEY 1874 

Three-colour franking to France 


A shining star in Christoph Gartner’s Latest auction was a Letter sent 
fronn ConstantinopLe in Turkey to Lyon in France, with a three- 
coLour franking fronn the 1872 first issue of the Gernnan Empire. 

The cover boasted four copies of the y4gr vioLet, two of the y 2 gr 
yeLLow and three of the Igr red, aLL neatLy canceLLed with the circuLar 
datestamp of the German post office in ConstantinopLe on 
November 30, 1874. 

With such an attractive muLti-stamp franking, from an era in 
which surviving maiL is extremeLy rare, this is considered the most 
desirabLe of the few comparabLe covers known. 

The German Post Offices in the Turkish Empire did not start 
issuing their own stamps untiL 1884.

Basel Dove cover 

Classic Switzerland sold very well at RoLLi’s auction, as was to be expected, and one of the 
highlights was this entire franked with a fine example of the 1845 Basel Dove, the famous 
three-colour embossed 2y2r stamp of the canton of Basel. 

Postmarked on January 5, 1849, the stamp was an excellent example benefiting from 
strong colours and good margins. As a bonus, it showed the constant plate flaw that 
affected the black frame in the top left corner.

SPAIN 1938 

Unissued Civil 
War overprints 

The top-selling item in Solery Llach’s latest 
auction was a rare pair of local overprints 
from the Spanish Civil War. 

The Republican seizure of the city of 
TerueL in the east of the country after a 
fierce battle was celebrated by the 
overprint ‘Teruel 21-XII-1937/08-I-1938’ 
and a surcharge of 30c, in either black or 
red, on 15c stamps. 

With the Nationalists staging a counter- 
offensive and retaking Teruel in February, 
however, the stamps were never issued, 
and only 50 pairs are thought to exist.

GREAT BRITAIN 1963 

Red Cross 3d missing colour errors 


Missing colour errors don’t come much more visual than 
Great Britain’s 1963 Red Cross Centenary 3d missing red, so 
there is no cross. But it’s only part of the story. 

Although it is not listed in the catalogues, a second, related 
variety is the partially missing cross, and Gartner’s auction 
included a horizontal pair of the 3d showing both varieties.

Exannples with no waternnark at 
all (not even any trace of the usual marginal 
watermark lines) are thought to have been 
printed in the sheet margin in error. 

The new find is postally used, clearly 
postmarked in December 1920.

The ‘Robert Wallace’ collection of Great 
Britain line-engraved issues, sold by Spink, 
was a small collection but one of top-quality 
material. One of the highlights was a near- 
perfect used example of the 1840 Twopenny 
Blue with inverted watermark. 

From plate 1, lettered PH, with large 
margins all round, the stamp was cancelled 
with a very crisp Maltese Cross cancellation 
in an orange shade, leaving Queen Victoria’s 
profile very clear. 

The collection was sold anonymously, but 
was named after the Scottish politician who 
agitated for postal reform in the 1830s and 
backed the introduction of penny postage.

MADAGASCAR 1886 

British Consular 6d without handstamp 


Status International sold an extremely rare variety 
from the local postal service organised by the British 
Consulate in Madagascar in the 1880s. 

It was the 1886 6d rose, type II, without handstamp, 
of which only a couple of examples are known. 

Locally typographed in black and red, the stamp 
should have been validated by being handstamped 
‘British Consular Mail Antananarivo’ in black after 
printing. But some stamps reached the philatelic 
market having never received this handstamp. 

The Consulate issued the stamps for the use of the 
small British community in Antananarivo. Gummed in 
one corner only, they were used for transport to 
Mauritius or to the French consulate, where they 
were removed and replaced by internationally 
recognised stamps.

Today the philatelic world is almost unrecognisably differ- 
ent. In large part courtesy of the internet. How things have changed. 
Few ‘pass the parcel’. Really active Dealers - these days they also 
sell on eBay - large lots, small lots, all manner of stamps, covers, 
down to fakes and forgeries - today’s equivalent of the Wild West - 
there’s philatelic ‘gold’ to be mined in those hills . . . but Boy - you 
have to work to find it and sadly ‘all that glistens is not gold’ - you 
pays your money and you takes your chance often with little support 
or recourse.

Anthony Trollope 
bicentenary marked 
by Post & Go issue. . . 


The Post & Go machine at the British Postal Museum & 
Archive in London introduced a special commemorative 
inscription on February 18 to mark the bicentenary of 
the birth of Anthony Trollope, the novelist who was also 
the pioneer of the pillar box. 

Both the 1st class and 2nd class Mach in designs were 
available with ‘Trollope 200’ under the usual ‘The 
BPMA’, with the machine overprint also including a 


pictorial element in the shape of an 1850s Channel 
Islands pillar box. 

The stamps will be vended until April 30, and first day 
covers and presentation packs are also available. 

Trollope was a Post Office employee for 34 years, 
starting as a junior clerk in 1834 and Later working as a 
regional surveyor in Ireland and the Channel Islands. He 
brought the first pillar boxes into use in Jersey in 1852.

Aimed at families and initially 
running from March 28 to May 2 at 
Islington Museum in London, it will 
include original Victorian pillar 


boxes, replica Letter carrier 
uniforms to try on, and other 
activities and games, with daytime 
drop-in sessions for children led by 
education staff. 

It contrasts life before the 
introduction of stamps in 1840 and

The exhibition is due to move

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End of the road for 
Bletchley Park post office 

The post office at the BLetchtey Park code-breaking centre near 
Mitton Keynes has been toLd it nnust close down. 

Bletchley Park Trust, which adnninisters the tourist attraction, 
wishes to focus on its core story, the successful cracking of Gernnan 
nnilitary codes during World War II. That spells the end for the post 
office, which is run by volunteers. 

The office is expected to close by the end of March. Bletchley 
Stamp Art will continue to offer its popular first day covers and 
customised Smilers sheets to collectors from a new location. 

When Bletchley Park mansion was established as a top-secret 
code-breaking centre in 1938, a small building which had served as 
the butler’s quarters was turned into an undercover mailroom, 
receiving incoming mail as PO Box 111 , Bletchley. After the war it 
became a sub-post office, and when the site opened as a museum in 
1994 Bletchley Park Post Office acted as its gift shop. 

In the early days, when visitor numbers were in the hundreds, 
rather than the hundreds of thousands, its limited -edition first day 
covers provided an important source of income for the museum. 

‘The post office played a prominent role in helping preserve 
Bletchley Park as a heritage site,’ said the BPPO’s Terry Mitchell. 
‘Our stamps and covers attracted visitors to the museum.’ 



Dissimilar Smilers 




Two distinct types have emerged of the Well Done 1st class stamp in 
the Smilers 2015 set issued in January. 

Self-adhesive examples from the retail stamp book, printed in 
gravure by ISP, have a black outline to the ‘1st’ motif, which is not 
evident on the gummed miniature sheet stamp, printed in litho by 
the same company.

POST & GO LOCATIONS 

The Post & Go machines installed at Royal Mail enquiry 
offices at Bradford North and Crewe (February issue, page 
25) are now dispensing stamps with location identifiers. 

The Machin and Union Flag designs are available with 
either ‘Bradford N' or ‘Crewe’ in the overprint. 

The roving 003 and 004 machines used forthe initialtrial 
were removed for use at Spring Stampex in February, but 
new M-series machines were installed in their place. 



POST & GO ERRORS 

Due to a software glitch, some of the few remaining 
Wincor Nixdorf vending machines were failing to 
dispense collectors’ strips of six Post & Go values in late 
January and early February. 

Instead they dispensed only short strips of three and 
two, omitting the ‘Euro 20g/Worldwide lOg’ dual value, 
although the full £7.20 was still charged. 

The dual-value stamp was being vended as normal if 
bought separately. If it was ordered in the same ‘basket’ 
as a collectors’ strip, the machine would print two strips 
of three, with the dual-value as the last stamp, and 
charge £8.39! 

I discovered this at the Tudor Street kiosk in London 
(which was due to be closed down on February 27), and 
later heard that other post offices were affected by the 
same problem. 

According to Post Office Ltd, the glitch was caused by the 
change in the packet rates on January 20. It was claimed to 
have been fixed during the week commencing February 14. 

The last of the Wincor Nixdorf machines are due to be 
taken out of service imminently. 

POST & GO VARIETIES 

After early printings of the Post & Go 2nd class Machin 
design with the year code ‘14’ in the security overlay were 
reported with a break in the phosphor band, stocks with 
an uninterrupted band are now reaching post offices. The 
1st class stamp with the year code ‘14’ is still being found 
with a bands that is short at the bottom, however. 

Presentation packs of the Union Flag and Spring 
Flowers stamps have begun to appear with the typefaces 
of their overprints updated to the new style, so they differ 
from the initial issue. Supplies of both on the Royal Mail 
stand at Stampex were quickly snapped up.

LETTER OF THE MONTH 

The important Royal Mail service that is 
failing is delivery, not cancellation 

Once again the letters pages of Stamp Magazine are filled with the old chestnut about what 
Royal Mail fails to do to help collectors, in particular how it doesn’t cancel stamps nicely. 

I’d like to remind everyone that Royal Mail’s job is to deliver the post promptly. And, if 
my experience is anything to go by, this is the task it is struggling to accomplish. 

Customers of mine in rural areas can now expect to get a 2nd class service even when I 
send them their orders using 1st class postage, and the anecdotal evidence is that some 
places no longer get a delivery every day. Worse still, I had two items go missing over the 
Christmas period, and the fact that it was Christmas is not a valid excuse. 

Royal Mail can abandon stamps altogether and rely solely on ghastly labels, as far as 
I’m concerned, just as long as the envelope gets to its destination safely and in a 
reasonable time.

Never stop looking for uncatalogued varieties, suggests Professor Brent Wilson. 
Take booklet panes with displaced watermarks, for example... 


Great Britain's King George V definitives 
with the Simple Royal Cypher 
watermark are renowned for their 
variety. Stanley Gibbons’ Specialised 
Catalogue Vol 2 lists sideways and 
inverted watermarks, for example, and 
varieties caused by the breakage of the 
dandy roll used to impress the 
watermark into the paper. 

There are also misplaced watermarks, 
created when a sheet of paper was 
incorrectly inserted into the printer. 

New examples still turn up from time to 
time, and my latest discovery is a 
booklet pane which is not catalogued. 

OUT OF PLACE 

Paper with the Simple Royal Cypher 
watermark was made by William 
Joynson & Son at St Mary Cray in Kent. 
Like the Imperial Crown watermarked 
paper used for the King Edward VII 
issues, and some of the King George V 
Downey Head stamps, it had 'Postage' in 
outlined capitals down the side of each 
sheet. In the most spectacular 
misplaced watermarks, these letters 
appear on the marginal stamps. 

Examples have been recorded from 
almost all denominations of George V 
definitives, but previously only on 
singles, or on strips of five (sufficient to 
show the entire word 'Postage') which 
have obviously been derived from 
counter sheets. Until now, it seems, 
there has been no record of misplaced 
watermarks on booklet stamps. 

Booklets were printed using the same 
paper as counter sheets, but in panes of 
six (arranged three by two), with 
alternate panes being upside down. 

Thus, booklet panes bear either upright 
or inverted watermarks. 

My unmounted mint pane of the 
Mackennal Head Id has an upright 
watermark displaced so that the letters 
'STA' occur on the stamps adjacent to the 
selvedge, while the Simple Royal Cypher 
straddles the perforations of the 
remaining stamps. 

It has a co-extensive rule on the 
selvedge and was bound by means of 
stitching (some of these booklets were 
stapled). The perforations along the top 
were trimmed during guillotining, while 
those on the right are increasingly 
trimmed from top to bottom. 

IN PLAIN SIGHT 

Unlike with sheet stamps, it will not be

possible to find booklet panes with 
displaced watermarks that show the 
entire word 'Postage', because of their 
limited size after guillotining. 

However, panes might be found bearing 
other combinations of letters from the 
word 'Postage'. 

Panes in other denominations might 
also exist, as there were also booklets 
of V 2 d, iy 2 d and 2d Mackennal Head 
definitives. 

Furthermore, I have recently 
purchased a single 1912 Downey Head Id 


bright scarlet from die IB with the 
Simple Royal Cypher watermark 
(a stamp which was issued only in 
booklets), with the inverted watermark 
displaced so that the the tops of the 
letters 'AG' can clearly be seen. 

Both these items were purchased 
cheaply on eBay, which shows what you 
can uncover if you look carefully. 
Perhaps they were shunned by other 
collectors because they are not yet 
catalogued?

Extra insight added to a study of high values 


Your feature on the use of Great Britain’s 1955-71 
Castle high values on cover (February issue, 
page 52) was interesting and infornnative, and it 
has added nnuch to nny study on the subject. 

The Castles represent a substantial part of the 
16-page exhibit I entered at Hannpex in 2014. I 
intend to follow this up with a further exhibit, and 
your report will certainly add value to this. 

I have tried, with the help of others, to explain 
the calculation of postage fees, including on 
registered nnail, telegrams and the high value 
packets (HVP) service which was used for moving 
banknotes around the country. 

The latter is without doubt the most difficult 
area of study, as the whole process was 
sensitive and confidential, and not all 
postmasters were in tune and up-to-date with 
the complex calculation of fees.

Interpreting a cover from communist China 


A bridge too far? 


I was interested in the Chinese cover 
illustrated in your feature on motorcycle 
mail (March issue, page 99). 

The caption refers to stamps ‘overprinted 
for use in Shensi Province in Shanghai’. In 
fact the province in question (now usually 
romanised as Shaanxi) is several hundred 
miles from Shanghai. In the late 1940s, 
many local stamps were issued in various 
parts of China as they came under 
Communist control, but it is not unknown 
for such stamps to be used out of area. 

The cover depicted has been used locally 
in Shanghai, and the date on the very clear 
handstamps translates as June 2, 1950, 
some months after the founding of the 
People’s Republic of China in October 1949. 

All three stamps have no value indicated, 
but the original unoverprinted stamps, 
issued by the Republic of China, were 
intended for ordinary mail (orange) and 


registered mail (red), as well as express 
mail (magenta). 

As there is no obvious indication that the 
cover was sent either registered or express, 
I suspect that the stamps were cancelled by 
favour, and it might never have passed 
through the post. Does it have a receiving 
datestamp on the reverse?

The author, John Hayward, replies: 

‘All I have is the front of the envelope, as the 
reverse was removed. I agree that the cover 
was cancelled by favour but I have always been 
convinced it was posted by a collector to 
himself; the envelope is pre-printed ‘Bank of 
IndoChina’, and the addressee was probably a 
French collector working for the bank in 
Shanghai. 

‘As I cannot read Chinese, I am very grateful 
for Keith 's dating of the item. ’

BLACK HOLE 


it celebrates its 175th anniversary, for many it remains a must-have stamp. 
But for how many of us is the Penny Black just too tricky to get to grips with? 


I bought my first Penny Black 
in 1974, when I was about 
18. I think I paid about £7, 
though my memory for how 
much I’ve shelled out for stamps 
over the years has proved 
alarmingly self-serving at 
times. So let’s agree that it 
might have been £8. 

Whichever it was, all these 
years later I’m still not sure 
whether it was a good deal or 
not. But that is, and always 
was, beside the point. It was 
an iconic stamp; the only 
stamp that most people I 
knew had ever heard of. It was 
a must-have item. Its 
presence marked me out as a 
proper collector. 

Over the years it began to 
appear necessary to acquire 
extra copies of this stamp, as 
the specialist catalogue 
informed me there were 
rather more varieties of 1840 
Id black than the one that had 
been listed in the concise 
catalogue. 

For a start, there were the 
grey-black and intense black 
shades, although I had to take 
my dealer’s word on these. My 
copy of the intense was a bit 
blacker than my original 
black, and my grey-black was 
a bit greyer, but I couldn’t 
have been certain they were 
all in the right categories. 

Then there were 11 different 
printing plates. I could be more 
or less sure that I had identified 
the right plate numbers, though 
I have been known to confuse 
the odd plate 8 and plate 6. I 
could even get my head around 
what the different letters in the 
corners meant, and why they 
might be interesting. 

But that was as far as it got. 
Gradually it dawned on me that I 
was acquiring Penny Blacks 
more out of duty than out of 
devotion. 

My problem was that didn’t 
feel I really understood the 
stamp as a philatelist was

was worth £20 and one that 
was worth £200. Except that 
mine always appeared to be 
worth £20, even if I had paid a 
great deal more for them. 

A kindly stamp dealer did 
once spend an hourorso 
trying to talk me through the 
mysteries of the Id black, but 
it was no use. I could see why 
a stamp with good margins 
was always preferable, but I 
couldn’t see anything beyond 
the most obvious tears or 
thins, and I could neverwork 
out what rubbing was. Worst 
of all, I hadn’t a clue whether 
the ink had become washed 
out when a stamp was 
removed from an envelope, 
or whether it had always 
been that colour. 

It’s often said that stamp 
collecting is a dying hobby 
because it isn’t immediate 
enough fora generation 
brought up on Twitter and 
Facebook. This may well be 
true, but what often gets 
overlooked is that some 
areas of philately are 
genuinely quite difficult to 
grasp, even for those who are 
prepared to invest the time and 
effort. It isn’t simply a question 
of personal interest; it can also 
be a matter of ability. 

Flaving recognised my own 
philatelic limitations, I did what 
any sane person would do. I sold 
off my modest collection of 
Penny Blacks, to concentrate on 
other collections. 

I did keep one, though. I 
decided I had to have one 
specimen of the first ever 
postage stamp, so I kept the one 
that looked the nicest to my 
eyes. I’ve no idea whether it was 
the most valuable. □

supposed to. I loved it for its 
sense of history, and for the 
simplicity of its design, but the 
bottom line was that I didn’t 
really know what I was looking 
at. I tried, I really did. I read 
dozens of learned articles, but I 


was basically none the wiser.

In 1994 the Canadian Parliament turned down a proposed rate hike planned by Canada Post. The first class letter 
rate would have been increased from 50 C to 52 C, the overseas rate from 8SC to 90 C. 

Canada Post had assumed that the rate increase would be approved automatically, so sure in fact that they 
had already printed the new Christmas stamps! Vast quantities of 52C and 90C stamps had to be destroyed. 

A few escaped destruction, and it is now known that one pad of 50 sheets of the SIC value was sold 
{a mere 2,500 stamps in all).

FIRST ISSUE OF SWEDEN 1855-58 


Good as gold 

Having acquired Europe's rarest stamp, the greatest modern collection of classic 
Sweden has been dubbed the 'golden collection'. It's one of the special exhibits 
invited to be part of the Court of Honour at London 2015 Europhilex

S weden had been one of the first 
countries in Europe to have a 
properly organised national 
postal service, established under 
Queen Christina as far back as 1636. 
So it was no surprise when it joined 
the ranks of the countries 
introducing postal reform with 
uniform postage rates in 1855. 

It did so with a series of five values 
denominated in the skilling banco 
currency, which would remain in use 
for just three years before being 
replaced by a series with essentially 
the same coat-of-arms design but 
denominated in ore. 

The first issue has been the focus of 
many great collections over the years, 
but none greater than that formed in 
recent years by Count Gustaf 
Douglas, a Swedish nobleman, 
industrialist and politician. 

It was given the ultimate gravitas in 
May 2014 by the addition of one of 
the world’s few genuinely unique 
postage stamps, the legendary 
Treskilling Yellow. 

First design proposal 

The production of Sweden’s first 
adhesive stamps was entrusted to the 
versatile young engraver and book 
printer Count Pehr Ambjorn Sparre. 

Only 27 years old at the time, 
Sparre essayed, engraved and 
printed the issue at his printing 
works in Stockholm, and even 
perforated the sheets using a machine 
of his own design. 

Scant information survives about 
the preparations and preliminary 
work for the issue, although 
Sparre’s first proposed design was 
preserved in the collection of 
Wilhelm Roos, the former 
Postmaster-General. 

Sketched in pencil and filled in 
with blue ink (the pencil lines are 
still visible in some places) on 
O.lmm-thick, greyish and slightly 
glazed paper, it was based on the

lesser coat-of-arms of Sweden. 

At the top, a crown was flanked by 
two lions. Under this, in white on a 
black escutcheon, was the 
abbreviated denomination ‘4sk Bco’, 
enclosed on three sides by a 
banderole inscribed ‘Frimarke’ 
(stamp) and ‘Swerige’ (Sweden). 

Also indicated in the design, on 
ribbons overlapping the banderole, 
was the weight limit for which the 
denomination would be valid, 

‘1 lod’ (13.16g). 


Issued design 

Researchers have not been able to 
fully reconstruct the evolution of the 
design, but the issued version was 
more true to Sweden’s lesser coat of 
arms, as the escutcheon featured 
three golden coronets (a symbol of 
Swedish monarchy since the late 
13th century) rather than the 
denomination. 

The inscriptions ‘Sverige’ (a more 
modern change of spelling) and 
‘Frimarke’ were now incorporated

in the rectangular frame, as was 
the denomination, which was 
presented in numerals in the upper 
corners and spelled out in a value 
tablet at the foot. 

A total of nine colour proofs made 
from the mother die and from cliches 
used during the development of the 
die are known, printed on several 
different paper types but all with the 
value tablets left blank. 

Five values 

The printing contract between the 
postal administration and Sparre 
stated that the stamps should be 
produced in five separate 
denominations, each with a 
distinctive colour. 

The issued values were a 3sk green, 
a 4sk blue, a 6sk grey, an 8sk yellow 
and a 24sk red. All were printed in 
mineral pigment and, since each 
printing order was relatively small, 
exist in a variety of shades. The 3sk 
comes in various shades of bluish- 
green for example, the 4sk in slate 
blue or turquoise, while the 8sk 
ranges from bright yellow to 
brownish orange. 

The 4sk was for the basic domestic 
letter rate and the 8sk for the double 
rate (all domestic letters and letter 
packages required postage which was 
a multiple of 4sk for each additional 
weight step). 

The 3sk and 6sk were make-up 
values for mail posted abroad 
(postage rates to the German states, 
for example, started at 15sk), while 
the 24sk was a supplementary value 
for mail sent registered or a longer 
distance abroad. 

Rules of usage 

Postal reform was effective from 
Sunday, July 1, 1855, and along with 
the new stamps the postal 
administration issued a series of 
proclamations, circulars and 
instructions which are of great 
philatelic interest. 

It was clearly stated that the 
adhesive stamps should be applied in 
the upper left-hand corner of the face 
of the letter. In most cases they were, 
although many covers exist with their 
franking to the upper right corner or 
elsewhere. 

It was also declared that the stamps 
were to be cancelled in printer’s ink, 
showing name of the post office and 
the date. It is notable that there are 
many surviving covers with very clear 
handstamps, some circular and some 
rectangular.

Treskilling Yellow 

Sweden’s most famous stamp, 
formerly the holder of the world 
record price for a single stamp sold at 
auction, is the Treskilling Yellow: a 
3sk stamp printed in yellow, when it 
should have been green. 

Usually it is called an error of 
colour, although this is a misnomer. 

It is thought to be the result of a 3sk 
cliche having been accidentally 
included in the forme of 100 dies 
used to print sheets of the 8sk (at a 


time, in 1857, when the plates were 
starting to wear out and individual 
cliches needed to be replaced), so in 
reality it is an error of denomination! 

The only known example was 
found by the 14-year-old Georg 
Wilhelm Backman 30 years later, in 
1887. He had heard that Heinrich 
Lichtenstein, a stamp dealer in 
Stockholm, would pay 7kr each for 
used examples of the 3sk and 24sk, 
so when he visited his grandmother 
during the Christmas holidays he

asked her whether there were any old 
letters left by his deceased 
grandfather, from which he could 
remove the stamps. Indeed there 
were, and one was rather more 
interesting than the others. 

Sadly the cover on which the stamp 
was used was not retained, although 
Backman did record a description of 
it as a blue lettersheet with just a 
single stamp on it (used as if it were 
an 8sk value and clearly accepted by 
the postal service as such). 

The partial and smudged 
rectangular cancellation is clearly 
that of Nya Kopparberget on July 13, 
and the year, although incomplete, is 
assumed to be 1857. On this basis 
several reconstructions of the cover 
have been made. 

The Treskilling Yellow itself has 
been accused of being a forgery (and 
forgeries of the stamp have been 
produced, not least by the notorious 
Jean de Sperati), but it has survived 
these persistent rumours. 

More than 150 years after it was 
printed, it still has the magnetic 
attraction of being unique. But at the 
same time, there is always the l>

exciting possibility that another 
example might surface one day. 

Currency change 

Sparre’s contract stipulated that he 
would, without compensation from 
the postal administration, need to 
change the denominations from 


skilling banco to a new monetary unit 
once the planned currency reform 
had taken effect and a sufficient 
supply of coins had been produced. 

This duly came about in 1858, with 
the stamps being reprinted for the 
new decimal currency of 100 ore to 
1 riksdaler. □

Riding the waves 

Using the Badge of Colony as the inspiration for its 1892 issue gave Barbados 
a stirring nnotif that would adorn its stamps for more than half a century 


□ Report by John Winchester 


B arbados, the most easterly of 
the Caribbean islands, had 
adhesive stamps from as early 
as 1852, with a famous image of 
Britannia holding a spear. But in 
1882 this was replaced by a rather 
more utilitarian key-type design. 

Sir Clement Knollys, who was 
appointed Colonial Secretary shortly 
afterwards, clearly held this in low 
esteem, for in September 1891 he 
wrote to the Crown Agents: ‘It is the 
wish of this government to substitute 
the Arms of Barbados for the Queen’s 
head on postage stamps.’

In fact he was incorrect in referring to 
the Arms, for these were not granted 
until 1966. He meant the Badge of 
the Colony, which was based on the 
Great Seal presented to Barbados by 
King Charles 11. 

The original seal had depicted King 
Charles, holding a trident, sitting in a 
chariot being pulled across the waves 
by sea horses. The latest incarnation 
instead had a crowned female figure, 
suggestive of Queen Victoria, being 
transported in an elaborate shell 
carriage. But the trident and the sea 
horses remained, as did the unspoken 
message that Britain ruled the waves. 

Eight values were requested, 
ranging from Vid to 2s 6d. The colony 
was happy to leave the choice of 
colours to the printers, De La Rue, 
while the Crown Agents asked for the 
value tablets of the four highest

MARKET VALUES 


The 1892-1903 set of 11 is catalogued at around 
£250 mint and £350 fine used. The 1897 Diamond 
Jubilee set of nine requires a similar outlay. 
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denominations to be printed in a 
second colour. 

The stamps were printed by 
typography, from a key plate of 240 
multiples and a duty plate of 120 
multiples, on paper with the Crown 
CA watermark, perforated 14. 


The initial series went on sale in July 
1892, with a y4d denomination added 
in 1896 and a 2d in 1899. After a 
change of colour for the 2s 6d in 
1903, seven values were reprinted 
with the Multiple Crowns CA 
watermark from 1905. 

The design would also form the 
basis of the colony’s 1897-98 
Diamond Jubilee issue, turned into a 
larger, more distinguished stamp by 
placing the badge in a diamond frame 
with the Arms of England, Scotland 
and Ireland as corner pieces. 

In fact the concept would continue 
to evolve, with a typographed King 
George V design introduced in 1912, 
a grand recess-printed version in 
1916 and a King George VI update in 
1938. In production until 1947, it 
would become of the most enduring 
motifs in Caribbean philately. □

Life on the edge 

Getting mail to and from the British Isles' most far-flung communities was 
always a challenge, and often relied as much on luck as on judgement 

□ Report by John Wright 


T he far-flung outposts 
inhabited by small 
communities around Britain 
and Ireland have their own folklore 
surrounding the difficult art of 
staying in touch with the world from 
which they were largely cut off, 
especially in the 19th and early 
20th centuries. 

In some cases, breaching the gaps 
in the established mail delivery routes 
was a case of braving the hazardous 
seas by boat when weather conditions 
allowed. In others, more ingenious 
solutions had to be devised. 

Marooned in the Atlantic 

It could be mistaken for a speck of 
dust on your map or computer 
screen, but St Kilda is very real, a 
remote and windswept archipelago in 
the North Atlantic, 40 miles west of 
the Outer Hebrides. 

Perhaps not surprisingly, its small 
community of fishermen, sheep 
farmers and peat-cutters found that 
the postal reforms of the 19th 
century passed them by, and they 
were scarcely in contact with the 
outside world. Boats called only in 
the summer months. 

It took an outsider to devise a

solution to this isolation. John Sands, 
a visiting journalist from East 
Lothian who had been dropped off 
by a gunboat in 1876 to study island 
life and was not expecting to be 
picked up until eight months later, 
helped the locals to rescue Austrian 
sailors from the shipwrecked Peti 
Dubrovacki, and then wondered how 


they could call for help. 

He attached a small sail and a 
message in a bottle to one of the 
ship’s lifebuoys and cast it adrift into 
the sea on January 30, 1877, 
according to one contemporary 
writer, ‘in the hope of its reaching 
some civilised portion of the 
kingdom’. 

With the Gulf Stream working in 
its favour, this contraption drifted 
over 200 miles to the Orkney Islands. 
Someone found it and forwarded it to 
a Lloyd’s shipping agent in 
Stromness, where it arrived, 
astonishingly, on Lebruary 8. Two 
weeks later a rescue ship was 
despatched to St Kilda. 

The 'St Kilda mailboat’ 

Sands’ invention, nicknamed the 
‘St Kilda mailboat’, soon became the

accepted method of posting mail to 
Great Britain during the harsh 
winter months, albeit with some 
design tweaks. 

Typically the message, housed in a 
small bottle or tin, would be attached 
to a crude wooden raft, or a bladder 
made of sheepskin and a piece of 
wood fashioned into the shape of a 
boat, inscribed with ‘St Kilda Mail’ 
and a request for the finder to open it 
and forward it. 

In 1906, London’s illustrated 
weekly newspaper The Sketch 
reported on the way that outgoing 
letters were routinely placed ‘in a 
waterproof, buoyant case and cast 
upon the waters’. 

Launched in a northwesterly wind, 
‘four packages out of six’ were said to 
have reached their destination, albeit 
occasionally via Norway! 

Richard Kearton, the naturalist and 
co-author of the classic photography 
book With Nature Cr A Camera, who 
had enjoyed a spell on St Kilda 
photographing its wildlife but had 
since returned to Great Britain, 
recorded that he had three letters sent 
to him in this manner in 1900, as an 
experiment to see if they would reach 
him. They did, after being picked up 
by a shepherd on the coast of North 
Uist in the Outer Hebrides and duly 
forwarded. 

‘Soaked with sea water, they still 
retained a delightful aroma of peat 
smoke when they reached my hands,’ 
wrote Kearton, ‘reminding me 
forcibly of my stay on the island.’ 

Sadly, the end of the ‘St Kilda 
mailboat’ came in 1930, when the 


MAIL BUCKET 

To cross the River Findhorn at 
Shenachie in rural Inverness-shire, 
postmen once had to use the 
unusual ‘bucket bridge’. 

This involved climbing a ladder 
onto a wooden podium with their 
mailbag, sitting in a rudimentary 
wooden box and pulling on the 
cables to haul themselves slowly 
across what was sometimes a 
placid stream and sometimes a 
raging torrent. 

This contraption was used by 
postmen and postwomen from four 
generations of the same family 
until the 1960s, the last of them 
being Jane Niven, who carried 
special gloves for the purpose. 

It is still used by fishermen.

last 36 members of its dwindling 
population were evacuated to the 
mainland. 

Inshore islands 

Some small islands can be less off- 
the-beaten track than city slickers 
might imagine. A survey by the 
Guardian newspaper in 2009 found 
that the 67 inhabitants of Eigg, one of 
the Small Isles in the Inner Hebrides, 
were getting a better postal delivery 
service than people living in London! 

A local postman confirmed to us 
that letters sent within Britain usually 
arrive on the island within two days, 
despite having to make part of the 
journey by ferry. 

Of course, some islands are smaller 
than others, and so are their mail 
boats. Post for the 670-acre Ramsey 
Island, an RSPB reserve off St David’s 
in Pembrokeshire, is transported to a 
local farmhouse by a farmer from the 
mainland in a 17ft (5.2m) aluminium 
motorboat built by his son. 

‘It’s just over a mile and takes me 
10 minutes,’ says Derek Rees, adding 
that he also carries the islanders’ 
groceries, and sometimes takes sheep 
across to graze on the island. 

Asked about any problems he’s 
experienced with these maritime 
deliveries, Derek bravely unburdens 
himself. ‘Six months ago I 
inadvertently left three letters in my 
son’s bag of diving equipment and 


forgot all about them. A few days ago 
he found them, and I delivered them. 
Unfortunately in the interim the 
sender had informed the addressee by 
phone of a change in his banking 
arrangements, so the arrival of the 
letter confused everything.’ 

But at least the use of a boat beats 
delivering mail to an island in a horse 
and cart. Letters used to be carried 
from Beal to Holy Island, off 
Northumberland, in horse-drawn 
traps known to the locals as 
‘noddies’. 

The August 1938 issue of the Post 
Office Magazine had a photograph of 
one of these, showing how it had 
unusually high wheels, allowing it to 
venture into shallow water. It was 
guided across the causeway which 
became exposed at low tide by a 
series of poles marking the safe route. 

Offshore rocks 

Some of the most awkward inhabited 
buildings requiring postal deliveries 
have been lighthouses, especially 
those built on isolated rocks offshore. 
In the late 20th century many were 
served by helicopter, and since 1998 
they have all been automated, but in 
earlier times getting provisions and 
letters to them could be a complex 
and hazardous operation. 

When pilot boats arrived with 
supplies and mail, often they would 
anchor some distance away and lower 
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a rowing boat to come ashore. The 
lighthouse would fly warning flags: a 
white flag with black cross to signal 
that a landing was safe, or a yellow 
and black flag to indicate that it 
wasn’t, due to low tide or adverse 
weather or currents. 

Communication could also be 
made by semaphore flags or morse 
lamps. The Lighthouse Signal Code 
Book listed dozens of possible 
messages, including ‘2QZ’ which 
means ‘Bring letters, telegrams or 
newspapers to landing.’ 

The lighthouse on the Flannan 
Isles, 20 miles west of the Isle of 
Lewis in the Outer Hebrides, is so 
remote that its crew of three keepers 
famously disappeared without trace 
in December 1900. A hint as to what 
probably happened came in 1911, 
during a changeover of keepers at the 
tricky landing stage at the foot of a 
cliff, when, according to the Museum 
of Scottish Lighthouses, ‘the men 
were almost swept away with all the 
baggage when unexpectedly 
overwhelmed by the sea.’ 

On that occasion nothing more 
than a mailbag was lost, but this 
brought a rebuke from the Secretary 
to the Northern Lighthouse Board, 
stating that ‘the mailbag should be 
kept in a place of undoubted safety 
until taken charge of by the keeper 
coming ashore’. That’s easy to say 
from behind a comfortable desk. 

The resourcefulness of lighthouse 
keepers was legendary, and Gerald 



Butler, who is descended from a long 
line of keepers in Ireland, recalls the 
way his family speeded up their 
postal communications. 

‘When he joined his lightship, my 
grandfather would take homing 
pigeons with him, and send them 
home to my father in Wexford town 
with notes attached. Later, when my 
brother and I were going to school, 
we used to release pigeons with notes

SAVED BY THE POSTIE 


In 1807, during the building of Bell 
Rock lighthouse, 11 miles east of 
the Firth of Tay in the North Sea, 
the lives of a 32-man construction 
party were saved by a postman. 

The building's base was 
submerged at high tide (it is the 
world’s oldest surviving sea- 
washed lighthouse), and the men 
working on the reef at low tide, who 
included the legendary lighthouse 
designer, Robert Stevenson, saw 
the biggest of their three boats 
break free from its mooring and 
drift three miles away. 

They had only two eight-man 
boats left, and what saved them, 
according to a report in the Scots 
Magazine, was 'the timely arrival of 
James Spink, the Bell Rock pilot, 
carrying letters from Arbroath’.

for my father at the Galley Head 
lighthouse in West Gork.’ 

Lighthouse memoirs 

Recorded by the lighthouse authority 
Trinity House, the memories of 
Aurelie Trezise, the daughter of one 
lighthouse keeper and later the wife 
of another, hint at the recurrent 
difficulties of communication in the 
early 20th century. 

As a 17-year-old she was living with 
her family in a mainland lighthouse, 
at Hartland Point in north Devon, 
which was hassle enough. Fetching 
supplies and mail involved a five-mile 
walk to the local village and then a 
13-mile bus ride to Bideford. 

As a 21-year-old newly-wed in 
1925, life became more stressful as 
her husband Gyril was sent to South 
Bishop Island, a bare rock a few miles 
out into the Irish Sea from Ramsey 
Island, with no other residents 
besides the three lighthouse keepers. 
‘I had to visit the other wives. ..to 
collect letters and parcels for their 
husbands,’ Aurelie wrote. These were 
intermittently delivered by boat, but 
through a rough winter Aurelie saw 
Gyril for only 17 days in five months. 

She was excited to hear that he was 
being transferred to a lighthouse 
where she could live with him, until 
she discovered that it was Flatholm, 
an island in the Bristol Ghannel. A 
boatman was supposed to visit them 
weekly from Gardiff with provisions 
and mail, but another harsh winter 
meant there was no sign of him from 
November 16 to January 22. Not only 
did they receive no Ghristmas cards, 
but their food was running out. 

The trapped families were about to 
send up a distress flare when they 
finally saw a vessel struggling 
through the waves towards them. 

‘You can imagine how it did our eyes 
good to see all the provisions, parcels 
and mail,’ Aurelie wrote. 

Toughest post round 

Lighthouses didn’t have to be out at 
sea to be difficult to deliver to. 
Perhaps the most awe-inspiring post 
round ever was the one which 
included the 403 steps down to the 
South Stack lighthouse off Holyhead 
in Anglesey, and of course the same 
403 back up. 

Postman R G Rees did this six days 
a week for six years, which amounts 
to more than one and half million 
steps. When asked about this, he said 
he could see nothing noteworthy 
about it. □

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Thrace against time 

Dedeagatz existed in the borderlands disputed by Turks, Greeks and Bulgarians. 
Perversely, its only catalogued stamps, in the period 1893-1914, were French

F rance operated several dozen 
post offices in the Ottoman 
Empire between 1779 and 
1923, but only a small handful of 
these ever issued their own stamps. 
One such was Dedeagatz (Dedeagac), 
a fishing port in Thrace, on the 
northern shore of the Aegean Sea. 

Opened in 1874, it initially used 
French stamps. From 1885, they were 
surcharged in the local currency, the 
piastre. But the big development 
came in 1893, when stamps were 
introduced especially for Dedeagatz. 


The first issue consisted of a set of 
seven, comprising the Peace & 
Commerce designs then current in 
France with a ‘DMeagh’ overprint. 
The lower values of 5c, 10c and 15c 
did not require a surcharge, while 
those of 25c, 50c, If and 2f were 
surcharged Ipi, 2pi, 4pi and 8pi 
respectively. 

These stamps remained in use for 
nearly a decade, with only one variety 
catalogued: a double overprint on the 
10c black on lilac, issued in 1900. 

In 1902 the series was replaced 
with Blanc, Mouchon and Merson 
key- types with the same values, but 
now ‘Dedeagh’ was inscribed as part 
of the design. Only the higher values 
needed any overprint, for the 
surcharge in piastres. 

This set lasted more than a decade. 
Again, it has only one catalogued

printed with text only, stamped with 
a naval cachet reading ‘Fleet of the 
Aegean’ in Greek. 

These issues can be found listed in 
specialised catalogues under Thrace. 

The Treaty of Bucharest in August 
1913 returned Dedeagatz briefly to 
Bulgaria, but after Bulgaria’s defeat in 
World War I it was occupied by 
French forces until 1920, and then 
ceded to Greece. A plaque in the 
town’s post office commemorates the 
ceremonial handover. 

Dedeagatz was immediately 
renamed Alexandroupoli, after King 
Alexander 1. Under this name, it is 
now the largest population centre in 
the Greek province of East 
Macedonia & Thrace. □ 


variety: a double overprint on the 2pi 
on 50c brown and lavender. 

Everything changed when Thrace 
became a war zone. In 1912, during 
the First Balkan War, Bulgaria 
occupied the region. In 1913, during 
the Second Balkan War, it was in 
turn occupied by Greece. Shortly 
afterwards, in April 1914, the French 
closed their post office in Dedeagatz. 

Although the town’s catalogue 


entry stops there, it could be argued 
that this is where the most interesting 
part of a Dedeagatz collection begins! 

Greece overprinted a Bulgarian 
stamps with what translates as 
‘Greek Administration of Dedeagatz’, 
a hastily prepared issue released just 
two days after the occupation in 1913 
and had a small print run. 

When stocks of these overprints 
ran low, a series of three provisional 
issues followed, comprising labels

The scariest thing human beings have done since climbing 
into spacecraft is climbing out of spacecraft. Extra-vehicular 
activities can be the basis for an amazing thematic collection 

□ Report by Jeff Dugdale 



I t’s a brave man who allows 
himself to be strapped to a fuel- 
filled rocket and blasted out of 
the Earth’s atmosphere. But it’s an 
even braver man who ventures 
outside his protective spacecraft, 
leaving himself separated from the 
cold, the radiation and the vacuum of 
space only by his spacesuit. 

Today, spacewalks (known in space 
jargon as ‘extra-vehicular activities’) 
have become almost routine, and no 
longer make headlines. Yet the first 
EVAs were very much steps into the 
unknown; the very first, by a Soviet 
cosmonaut in the spring of 1965, 
nearly cost him his life. 

The breakthrough was followed by 
many more incremental steps in the 
gradual process of learning to live 
and work in space. After a diversion 
to the Moon provided the ultimate 
extra-vehicular activity in 1969, 
equally astonishing achievements 
followed in Earth orbit. 

The construction and maintenance 
of the Hubble Space Telescope from 
1990 and the International Space 
Station from 1999 would not have 
been possible without engineering 
work carried out by spacewalkers. 

So how has the story of the EVA 
been chronicled philatelically? 

Soviet bravado 

Appropriately, the very name of the 
first man to walk in space suggested 
the courage of a lion. He was the 
Soviet cosmonaut Alexei Eeonov, 
who claimed his place in history 
during the Voskhod 2 mission with 
an EVA lasting 12 minutes on 
March 18, 1965. 

The experience nearly proved fatal. 
Eeonov’s air-filled spacesuit 
ballooned in the vacuum of space, so 
that his fingers and toes were not in 
contact with any part of it, and he 
had great difficulty in returning to 
the safety of the spacecaft. 

He was supposed to enter feet-first, 
but, finding this impossible, he

eventually dragged himself in head- 
first and just managed to shut the 
airlock so his fellow crewmember 
Pavel Belyayev could repressurise it 
and let him back inside. 

Fanciful philately 

Unsurprisingly, Eeonov appeared on 
a wide range of stamps celebrating 
the event and its subsequent 
anniversaries, although many of the 
designs were extremely fanciful. 

The Soviet Union itself, which was 
always keen to conceal technical 


details of its space programme, 
started the ball rolling by issuing a 
single 10k stamp the day afterwards 
which contained at least four crass 
misrepresentations: the shape of the 
Voskhod capsule was inaccurate, its 
wide open hatch showing the second 
cosmonaut inside suggested a 
depressurised spacecraft, and the 
notion that Eeonov carried a 
handheld camera was false. Even the 
colour of the cosmonauts’ spacesuits 
was incorrect. 

The deception was compounded |>

the cosmonauts’ visit to Berlin in October carried a fanciful depiction

Commemorative issues from Soviet 
satellite states inevitably depicted 
fantasy scenes too. For example, a 
stamp from East Germany, marking 
the cosmonauts’ visit to Berlin in 
October 1965, showed the spacecraft 
with a similar thimble-and-collar 
design, based on a vehicle which had 
been displayed in a Red Square 
parade in the early 1960s. 

Although the Soviet Union 
produced various anniversary stamps 
in the interim, including a second 
issue in 1965 portraying both Leonov 
and Belyayev, and more illustrations 
of Leonov spacewalking in the 
National Cosmonautics Day designs 
of 1967 and 1968, the equipment and 
the technique actually used in the 
first spacewalk were not revealed 
until as late as 1980, with the release 
of a miniature sheet designed by 
Leonov himself. 

It shows a 6ft-long tube extending 
from the crew capsule of Voskhod 2, 
comprising a collapsible set of 
interconnected rubberised canvas 
cylinders with a hatch at each end for 
effecting an airlock, and a camera 
mounted on the top. 

American response 

Of course, the United States was 
disappointed to be beaten in yet 
another aspect of the space race, with 
the Soviet Union having previously 
launched the first satellite and put the 
first man in space. However, it was 
not long before it emulated the feat: 
on June 3, 1965, during the Gemini 4 
mission, NASA astronaut Ed White 
floated in space for 20 minutes on the 
end of a 25ft tether. 

This time there were few secrets 
about the nature of the spacewalk. 
The USA’s se-tenant pair of stamps 
(not issued until September 1967, by 
which time White had perished in the 
Apollo 1 launchpad fire) gave an 
accurate depiction of the spacecraft, 
as did other international issues 
showing Gemini with an open hatch. 

Spacewalking remained a feature of 
subsequent Gemini missions, and in 
July 1966 Michael Gollins ‘walked’ 
from Gemini 10 to a dormant Agena 
rocket booster with which it had 
made a rendezvous, an event depicted 
on a 1970 stamp from Paraguay. 

Transfers and landings 

In the Americans’ later Gemini and 
the Soviets’ early Soyuz missions, the

Spacewalk For 

Repair of Mir November 6, 1 997

by several astronauts from the 
Skylab 2 mission to repair it. 

Similarly, when a large antenna 
became stuck at one docking port on 
the Soviet Union’s Salyut 6 station in 
1979, cosmonaut Valery Ryumin had 
to manoeuvre himself along the 
length of the complex to kick it free. 

Female firsts 

Some 19 years after Leonov, the 
Soviets claimed another 
spacewalking first by deploying the 
first woman outside an orbiting craft. 

Svetlana Savitskaya, who flew on 
the Soyuz T12 flight to the Salyut 7 
space station in July 1984, was 
outside the capsule for three hours 
with a fellow crewmember, using a 
multipurpose tool to do the first 
welding operation in space in order to 
install a special camera. 

Again, the Americans were just 
behind, as the first American woman 
to walk in space was Kathryn 
Sullivan, on Space Shuttle mission 
41-G in October that same year. She 
also spent more than three hours 
outside, proving the feasibility of 
refuelling satellites in orbit. 

Satellite maintenance 

Spacewalks were integral to Shuttle 
missions from 1981 until they were 
discontinued in 2011. In any crew of 
seven astronauts, two or three would 
typically be trained for EVAs. 

Often their role was to help |> 


purpose of spacewalks varied, from 
taking spectacular photographs 
unhindered by windows to 
recovering bits of spacecraft exposed 
to lengthy periods of radiation for 
analysis. 

On one occasion, it even extended 
to transferring from one spacecraft to 
another. The January 1969 docking 
of Soyuz 4 with Soyuz 5, a rehearsal 
for what was intended to be a Soviet 
mission to the Moon, saw the first 
and only ever transfer of crew 
members from one craft to another 
by spacewalking. 

After the Soviet Union abandoned 
its Moon programme, of course, July 
1969 saw the first EVA on dry land 
on the lunar surface, with Neil 
Armstrong and Buzz Aldrin of 
Apollo 11 conducting experiments 
for just over two hours. 

The lunar EVAs were incrementally 
extended by each of the following five 
two-man crews who landed on the 
Moon, and the Apollo 17 mission in 
1972 saw Gene Gernan and Harrison 


Schmitt spend more than 20 hours 
outside their landing module, not 
only tramping about but also driving 
a specially designed car, the lunar 
rover, to a distance of almost five 
miles away. 

The command module pilots on the 
Apollo programme had none of the 
glory of walking on the Moon, but 
some of them were compensated 
with the opportunity to make a 
spacewalk on the way home, to take 
photographs or recover samples from 
the outside of the craft. 

Space station repairs 

New uses for spacewalking emerged 
during the development of manned 
space stations by both sides in the 
space race. 

The success of America’s first 
orbiting laboratory, Skylab, was 
under threat soon after its launch in 
May 1973 when one of its solar 
panels failed to deploy after being 
damaged during lift-off. An 
emergency spacewalk was required

Sharing the artistic credit in the inscription at 
the foot of the design is none other than the first 
spacewalker, Alexei Leonov, who in his later 
career as a space artist was the designer of 
several issues for the Soviet Union and Cuba. 


CUBA CORREOS 
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launch new satellites which had been 
carried into orbit in the Shuttle’s 
large payload bay. Sometimes 
maintenance work was required on 
existing satellites, or malfunctioning 
satellites needed to be recovered for 
repair on Earth. 

A potentially big advance in the 
development of spacewalking was the 
Americans’ creation of the manned 
manoeuvering unit (MMU), which 
for the first time permitted 
untethered spacewalks, thanks to a 
nitrogen-powered propulsion system 
which resembled a motorised 
armchair. 

It gave rise to some spectacular 
photographs of astronauts floating 
well clear of their spacecraft, but it 
was retired after being used on three 
missions in 1984, as robotic 
manipulator arms appeared to be just 
as effective at recovering satellites, 
and safety upgrades would have been 
required following the Challenger 
Space Shuttle disaster of 1986. 

Soviet cosmonauts used something 
similar, dubbed Icarus, but it was 
tethered and had limited range. 

Big projects 

Two of mankind’s greatest 
achievements in space would simply

the largest artifical body in orbit 
round the Earth, could only be 
constructed in a modular way, with 
components flown up separately over 
a period of more than a decade 
starting in 1998. These docked 
automatically, but much construction 
and maintenance work was necessary 
by resident and visiting 
crewmembers, and this frequently 
required spacewalks. 

The STS-116 mission of December 
2006 was especially noteworthy in 
that it saw three spacewalks 
conducted by an astronaut of the 
European Space Agency, Christer 
Fuglesang from Sweden, becoming 
the leading exponent of the art from 
outside the USA or Russia. 

Enter China 

Having first put a man in space in 
2003, China carried out its first 
spacewalk on its third manned 
mission, when Zhai Zhigang emerged 
from the Shenzhou 7 orbital module 
on September 27, 2008. 

During a 20-minute excursion, he 
retrieved experiments from outside 
the craft and waved a Chinese flag for 
the live television broadcast. □

Double celebration 


The twin centenaries of the state of Victoria and the city of Melbourne in 
1934-35 were nnarked by an innpressive array of poster stannps 


E ighty years ago, in 1934-35, 
Australians were celebrating 
two major linked 

anniversaries: the centennial of the 
first European settlement in Victoria, 
which was founded at Portland by 
Edward Henty in November 1834, 
and the centennial of the city of 
Melbourne, which was founded by 
John Batman in June 1835. 

Despite the financial strain of the 
Great Depression, the organisers 
were keen to present an image of 
Melbourne as ‘the Queen City of the 
South’, and Victoria as ‘the Britain of 
the Southern Hemisphere’. 

The significance of the celebrations 
was such that King George V sent his 
son Prince Henry, the Duke of 
Gloucester, on a royal visit. 
Reportedly, 500,000 people lined the 
decorated streets from Port 
Melbourne to the Town Hall to 
welcome him. 

A Centenary of Victoria set of three 
stamps was issued by Australia Post, 
illustrating an aborigine looking 
across the River Yarra towards a 
high-rise Melbourne. 

A wealthy confectioner, 
MacPherson Robertson, also put up a 
substantial cash prize for the winner 
of a prestigious London to Melbourne 
Air Race, which was claimed by 
C W A Scott and Tom Campbell 
Black flying a De Havilland Comet. 
Elown covers are highly prized by 
aerophilatelists.

DID YOU KNOW? 


The city of Melbourne might have ended up with 
a much less sensible name. It was initially 
known by various British misrenderings of its 
aboriginal description, including Bareberp, or 
informally called Batmania (after John Batman), 
until in 1837 it was formally named after the 
Prime Minister, Viscount Melbourne. 

The state of Victoria was initially called Port 
Phillip District, as a part of New South Wales. 
Only after being granted the status of a colony in 
1851 was it named after Queen Victoria. 


A range of cinderellas were also 
produced for the twin centenaries, 
amounting to 21 poster stamps in all. 

The organising committee 
produced an attractive multicoloured 
set of 12 depicting Australian fauna 
and flora, such as the platypus. 

A single design was also printed to 
commemorate the baking of a giant 
centenary birthday cake which was 
claimed to be the largest ever made, 
standing 50ft tall and weighing 10 
tons. It was cut into 250,000 pieces 
which were sold for charity at the 
Joyland people’s fair. 

When the sixth Australasian 


Philatelic Exhibition was hosted by 
Melbourne Town Hall from 
November 8-17, 1934, a set of four 
souvenir stamps were produced, all 
illustrating the venue within an 
outline map of Australia. 

Finally, another set of four with 
images of scouts, kangaroos and 
koalas was created to celebrate the 
first Pan-Pacific Scout Jamboree, held 
at Frankston from December 27, 

1934, to January 13, 1935. This was 
the first international jamboree held 
outside Europe, and was attended by 
the founder of the movement Lord 
Baden-Powell. □

Are these South African missing-colour errors? 

Q l have come across two stamps from South Africa's 1974 definitive series which 
seem to be missing colours. One is the 2c illustrating the wild heath (SG 349a), 
which appears to be missing red, and the other is the 5c illustrating the Cape 
gannet (SG 352), which appears to be missing yellow. Are these catalogued errors? 

Mike Whyte, Redruth 


A The two stamps which look like 
errors are in fact coil stamps, 
and they are as printed. 

For whatever reason, coil stamps 
from the 1974-1977 Flowers, Birds & 
Fish definitive series were printed 
from a reduced colour palette. 

Bizarrely, all four coil values, of 1c, 
2c, 5c and 10c, therefore look like 
missing colour errors when 
compared with their equivalents 
from counter sheets! 

Many collectors have been caught 
out by this, because the majority of 
catalogues don’t include separate 
images of the coil stamps, and their 
descriptions don’t always make the 
differences clear. 

An honourable exception is the South 
African Stamp Cobur Catalogue, which 
includes images of most issues. 



Who perforated the initials in this Machin? 

Q This very nice 1980 strike of a ‘Collect British Stamps' slogan postmark on a 12p 
Machin is rather spoilt for me by the stamp having been perforated with the 
initials ‘A-M'. What was the purpose of this perfin?

A Well over 20,000 different perfin types have been catalogued by the British-based 
Perfin Society. This particular design is that of Addressograph Multigraph Ltd, a 
London-based company. Why it was used in Hemel Hempstead is unclear. 

The practice of perforating postage stamps was always to mark them out as belonging to 
a company and thereby discourage theft. It began as early as the 1860s and died out the 
1990s, with the increasing use of postage meters.

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Is this the earliest known usage of 
Swansea’s oddly-spelt handstamp? 

Q What can you tell me about the postal markings on 
this entire of August 1769, posted from Swansea to 
Broughton in Buckinghamshire? Is the oddly-spelt 
'Swanzey' handstamp unusual? 

Ben Culverhay, Swansea 

A The nnanuscript reveals that this entire was written 
on August 3, 1769. It was probably posted the sanne 
day, although in the absence of a datestamp we cannot 

be sure. 

The Bishop nnark of August 7, applied in London as a transit 
nnark, renninds us that at this tinne all British nnail travelled 
through the capital to its destination, even if it was addressed to 
a nearby village. 

An interesting feature is that the charge nnark was corrected 
en route. It was initially noted as lid, but that was scribbled out 
and annended to 7d. This figure connprised 4d for a distance of 
over 80 nniles fronn Swansea to London, and 3d for a distance of 
less than 80 nniles fronn London to Broughton. 

The single-line ‘Swanzey’ handstannp is known to have been 
introduced in August 1769, the same month as the letter was 
written, and might perhaps be the earliest known usage. Can 
any reader confirm whether this is the case? 
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How many stamp issues have been printed on flocked paper? 


Q Luxembourg's 2014 Christmas 
stamps were printed on flocked 
paper. Is this a first, or has 
anything similar been done before? 

Jo Alexander, Epsom 

A The effect has been tried on more 
than a handful of occasions, all in 
the 21st century. 

Russia claimed a world first with a 
Christmas sheetlet of nine illustrating Santa 
Claus on flocked paper in 2003. 

The following year, Singapore issued a set 
of four marking the 100th anniversary of 
FIFA, the governing body of world football, 
and Finland a booklet of six featuring 


characters from the Moomin books. 

Thailand issued a single stamp showing a 
rose in 2005 which was both printed on 
flocked paperand scented, while Hong 
Kong’s 2007 sheetlets celebrating Chinese 
New Year animals had a velvety texture, and 
an Estonia stamp celebrating its native 
breed cattle in 2014 was intended to have a 
leather feel. 

Most of these stamps were printed by 
Carter, part of the International Security 
Printers group, which established its 
philatelic reputation by being able to offer 
unusual printing techniques. 

According to its website, ‘Using an 
exclusive spraying process, Cartor can 


apply very fine cellulose fibres to special 
gummed stamp paper, adding a soft, smooth 
textured feel to the surface of the stamp.’

Summary Tip #20: 5 Different Ways to Sell your Stamps: Dealers ^runners' / Private Treaty 


Dear Collector, 

In Part 2 of ‘Selling Your Stamps’ we discussed the advantages 
of direct sale to dealers and how with careful handling and 
awareness of the ‘strength of your collection’ it is often possible 
to obtain more for your collection selling directly to dealers 
than by selling through auction. 

In Part 4 of ‘Selling your Stamps’ we’ll discuss the potential 
advantages and disadvantages of selling through auction on 
your own account .... but in this article we’ll deal with two 
lesser known but nevertheless important aspects of selling your 
stamps .... the first being Dealers ‘runners’. 


they sold to other dealers - they rarely if ever sold to collectors 
- they were Dealers ‘runners’. Now for you to part with your 
beloved collection to the first dealer that you contact does not 
necessarily mean that you have made a mistake ... but, if that 
dealer writes you out a cheque ... and almost before the ink 
has even dried on it - (probably before you have presented the 
cheque at your bank) ... he or she is at the nearest big dealer 
50 miles away being paid a profit upon the price you sold your 
collection for - this is NOT in your best interest. 

So what should you be looking for? You should be looking for 


...but try as I might - I never once saw an advertisement 
by those companies to sell stamps. 


Before you even start to try selling your stamps; preparation is 
all. Make some research: 

1. Draw up a list of whom you consider as a possible target to 
sell / handle your collection. 

then consider - 

2. Why have I chosen those dealers/organisations ? 

Here’s something to think about ... for the best part of 20 years I 
watched the same advertisements extolling the merits of selling 
to this or that particular dealer ... but try as I might - I never 
once saw an advertisement by those companies to sell stamps. 
This was in ‘pre-internet’ days ... nowadays people trade on the 
internet with all manner of weird and unusual trading names, 
sometimes to disguise who they actually are - but in those days 
traditional selling ‘avenues’ were shops, stamp fairs, auctions, 
approvals, and retail/mail-order lists .... 

... so why was it impossible to find out how those dealers 
actually conducted their business? The answer was simple - 


an organisation / dealer that you can see and understand how 
they conduct their business. Dealers that sell to other dealers 
are unlikely to be paying the best price. 

Private Treaty: What is it? 

The idea of Private Treaty is that collectors ‘place’ their collection 
with a dealer or auction that charges a small commission to sell 
their collection outright. Sometimes it is claimed that the Buyer 
will pay the commission so that the collector pays no charges 
whatsoever. Historically ‘Private Treaty’ has acquired notoriety 
as an excuse for the company handling the transaction to ‘buy- 
in’ the collection for themselves. Maybe collectors and dealers 
should forget the concept of private treaty in favour of an open 
approach whereby the dealer/auction explains that they are 
purchasing on their own account ... or will charge a small 
percentage for handling/passing the collect or/collection to a 
more appropriate buyer. 

In Part 4 of ‘Selling your Stamps?’ we’ll discuss consigning your 
stamps for sale by auction.

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STRANGE BUT TRUE 


Shades of grey 

In the post-war propaganda battle between east and west, the target was often 
philatelic and the weapon of choice was sometimes a pot of grey paint 


□ Report by John Winchester 

P art of the propaganda war which developed between the 

German Democratic Republic (East Germany) and German 
Federal Republic (West Germany) in the years following 
World War II was the postkrieg (postal war). Stamps or covers 
carrying what were considered to be unwelcome political undertones 
were likely to have them obliterated by crudely applied whitewash, or 
more accurately blackwash or grey wash! 

One of the major bones of contention was commemoration of the 
Vertreibung, the forced expulsion of ethnic Germans from Poland 
and other countries in the aftermath of military defeat in 1945. 

The land area of Germany had been reduced by around 25% by 
demarcating a new eastern boundary, the so-called Oder-Neisse 
Line. Large swathes of what had long been German soil (including 
much of Silesia, Pomerania and Prussia) were placed under Polish 
administration, and seven million ethnic Germans were forcibly 
expelled, in one of the largest mass migrations of modern times. 

Both East Germany and West Germany bore the brunt of this 
upheaval, but their attitudes to it diverged over time. Under pressure 
from Moscow, East Germany officially recognised the Oder-Neisse 
frontier by 1950; West Germany refused to do so until 1970. 

In the interim, in 1955, West Germany issued a stamp marking the 
10th anniversary of the Vertreibung, illustrating a forlorn group of 
refugees trudging on foot from ‘east’ to ‘west’, which offended East

Germany and its communist allies. In 1965, when the same design 
(with a modified inscription and a new colour, grey) was reissued to 
mark the 20th anniversary, it was a provocation too far. 

Govers posted across the border bearing this stamp were 
frequently returned to sender. Others were delivered, but only after 
the offending design received an obliterating coat of paint. 

For the first day cover collector, this practice must have been 
particularly galling. For the postal historian, on the other hand, 
affected covers have a certain gritty appeal. □
